New York, Sept. 8.—A special dispatch 


to The Post from Pittsburp says: 


"The diggers in the bituminous coal re- 


fcion are expected by the union leaders 
to lend the anthracite coal miners consid- 
erable financial aid in. the latter's antici- 
pated strike and possibly be drawn into 
the struggle. • The miners of hard . coal 
and those in the soft coal region, how- 
ever, have no love for each other. When 
the miners of the four competing states— 
Ohio, Illinois, Indiana and the Pittsburg 
district of Pennsylvania—struck for an 
increase in wages in 1807, the anthracite 
iuiuers failed to contribute anything to- 
ward the support of the strikers, and 
large quantities of hard coal were mined 
in eastern Pennsylvania and supplied in 
districts where the soft coal had former- 
ly been usi*l. The same was done dur- 
ing the strike of the bituminous miners 
early in the nineties. 


"The bituminous miners have not for- 


gotten this. Besides the demand for bi- 
tuminous coal has become so general in 
the east that large shipments are made 
from central Pennsylvania,, West Vir- 
ginia, Marjland and 
Virginia mines, 


whereas thy Pittsbnrg district, Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois hardly ship a ton of 
coal east. In the last four districts the 
miners arc almost all members of the 
I'nited "Mine Workers, whereas in the 
districts shipping to tide water hardly a 
semblance 
of an 
organization exists. 


There are no wage scales of any conse- 
quence, each operator making bis own 
scale of wages; hence the United Mine 
Workers cannot count on these states 
aiding the miners in their strike. 


"Kn^tern coal operators are counting 


on these1 conditions to defeat the dissat- 
isfied miners. 
IT is doubt fill whether 


public sympathy can be worked up as :t 
was for the miners of the 1'ittsbtirg dis- 
trict. 


KCHiilt of the Inquiry. 


"Previous to thp strike in 1807 a legis- 


lative committee 
had been appointed 


to investigate the condition of the Pitts- 
burg miners. 
The report and the testi- 


mony, all made public from day to day 
during several months, showed a revolt 
ing state of affairs, which made such an 
impression on the minds of the people 
that when the strike was ordered thou- 
sands of dollars were donated by citizens 
who would ordinarily not have paid at- 
tention to the strikers. 


"The United Mine Workers are better 


organized today than ever before in the'r 
history. The majority of the diggers aie 
prosperous, as prosperity goes among 
men who can earn from $2 to $."> per day. 
depending on their own energy. 
Th"io 


have been two years of prosperity for the 
diggers in the four bitnniinou.s disliicth. 
aril We«t Virginia miners have al.Mi been 
getting better pay than since coal \\as 
discovered in the Mountain State. 


"Tlu> Pillsbnrg Coal company, control 


ling all the mines in the Pitl.-diurg dis- 
trict, the greatest producer of coal in the 
world, will hardly attempt to ship coal 
east to supply fuel if .1 strike nccurs. The 
company is too lni-y supplying coal to 
the northwest, which must be delivered 
before lake navigation closes, to attempt 
to extend its trade. Again, the operators 
of this section have smarted so severely

strikes that they will hardly cross 'lie 
miners and 
I.iy themselves open to a 


s t i i U e at this time. This is not the case 
with tlie central IVnnsyhnnia bituminous 
coal operators.

An. Expression That Led tlie Book- 


keeper to Depart In Haste.

prominent Louisville lawyer who 


was ia the city recently on business told 
this curious little story one evening while 
chatting with some friends: 


"My i;et fad for many years," he said,

By a remarkable coinci- 


dence I was just then engaged pn exact- 
ly the same task myself, and, needless to 
say, we both became deeply interested. 
By the time we reached the inauufactur 
or's home town he had persuaded me to 
stop over and take u look at his library, 
which, he said, contained several fine 
specimens of extended books. 


"We arrived late in the afternoon, and 


before going to his house we dropped in 
nt his down town office. A very serious 
looking, middle aged Scotchman came 
forward to greet us and was introduced 
by my friend as the manager of the fur- 
niture works. 'I'm going to keep Mr. — 
uith ud for a day or so," said the old gen- 
tleman pleasantly. 'I want him to take 
a look at my books.' -The Scotchman 
grunted some vague reply, and in a few 
moments we started for the house. 


"I was most hospitably entertained," 


continued the lawyer, "and found the li- 
brary intensely interesting, but next day 
1 had to go on to Toledo, and the whole 
episode eventually faded from my mind. 
One day last summer, however, it was 
unexpectedly recalled by a meeting with 
the old manufacturer himself, whom I 
bumped into in the corridor of tbe Plant- 
ers' House in St. Louis, lie recognized 
me at onco, and the first thing he asked 
was whether I had finished with my copy 
of 'Washington.' 


"Then he took me by the arm and drew 


me aside. 'I'm very glad I've met you,' 
he said, 'because I want to tell you of a 
remarkable affair in which you played 
unconsciously an important pnrt. Do you 
remember the details of your little visit 
to my town?' 'Fairly well,' I replied in 
surprise.

The Story ot the Buttle of Mobile 


Bay, In Wlilc* tlie Grejit Admiral 
Fcarlcmily Sailed Over the. Mines 
Planted In the Harbor. 


On the niKht of Aug. 4,18(54, the Union 


fleet rode at anchor outside the harbor of 
Blobiic. The defenses of the bay were 
formidable and carefully devised. 
The 


only deep water channel for" the passage 
of ships lay directly under the guns of 
Fort Morgan, the waters of the bay be- 
ing for the most part shallow. 
Across 


the. entrance, from Fort Gaines to the 
edge of the deep channel, the Confeder- 
ates had driven a double line of stakes and 
in the channel itself they sunk a triple 
row of torpedoes and submarine mortar 
batteries. 


Within the harbor and above Fort Mor- 


gan Jay the Confederate fleet, command- 
ed by Admiral Buchanan. Consisting of 
three ^gunboats and the ironclad ram 
Tennessee. It was small in point of num- 
ber, but formidable from the strength of 
the Tennessee, an improvement on the 
Merrimac and the most powerful ironclad 
constructed in tbe south. 


Agaiust this array of. forts, vessels and 


submarine mines. Admiral Farragut com- 
manded a fleet of 21 wooden, vessels and 
four monitors. 


Every preparation having been made for 


the approaching battle, Admiral Farra- 
gut, in the silent watches of the nigkt, 
went below into his cabin, as fJelson had 
done before him nt Trafalgar, and wrote 
to his wife, "I am going into Mobile in 
the morning, if God is my leader." At 
half past J5 next morning while the ad- 
miral was quietly breakfasting, he said 
to his fleet captain, "Well, Drayton, we 
might as well get tinder way," and an 
hour later the line of battle moved slowly 
into the bay. 
Lushed together two by 


two, the vessels sailed in pairs, a smaller 
with a larger ship, the Brooklyn leading 
the column and followed by L'arragut'a 
flagship, the II art ford. Ahead, in single 
file, went the four monitors, led by the 
Tecumseh. 


Farragut had ordered himself lashed to 


the ripging close under the maintop, from 
where he could clearly see the progress of 
the battle. The Tecumseh fired the first 
two shots and was the first to attempt 
tho dangerous crowing of the line of tor- 
pedoes. The monitor had singled out the 
Tennessee and was bearing down upon 
her. 
She: was within a hundred yards of 


the Confederate ram, when a sudden ex- 
plosion was heard, and tho Tecumseh, 
having struck n torpedo, plunged head- 
foremost, with her colors still llying, to 
the bottom of the channel. 


The critical moment of the fight had 


now come. The wooden vessels backed 
upon one another and became entangled 
in wh.it seemed to bo iucxtricnble confu- 
sion. The line of battle was doubled up 
In tho most dangerous part of the pas- 
sago; tho ships were at the mercy of the 
guns oC the fort anil the enemy's vessels. 


The brilliant daring of Farrngut in 


this crucial test, his prompt decibiou and 
bold notion were tlie qualities that won 
the day nt Mobile, as they were on that 
May day when Dcwey entered the harbor 
of Manila. 


Seeing that the Brooklyn wavered after 


the terrible disaster of the Tecumseh, the 
admiral signaled, "What's the trouble?" 
The answer came, "Torpedoes ahead!" 
Then followed Fnrrngut's famous reply, 
which will go down in history: " 
tho 


torpedoes! 
Go ahead. 
Four bulls (£ull 


speed)." 


The admiral's flagship, tho Ilartford, 


now took the load. On she wont, full 
speed, straight for the line of torpedoes. 
Complete silence fell upon the creV as 
the llngship passed the fatal lino. 
A 


scraping sound was hoard against tho 
copper bottom of the vessel, but no ox- 
ploMon followed, and as the warship 
cleared the submarine defenses with lly- 
ing colors, the. victory was practically 
won. 
Alter a short delay the. other ves- 


sels followed their admiral across the line 
and up into the bay. 


During all this time tho Union ships 


had been exposed to a gnl'ing tiro from 
the forts and the gunboats, answering 
with their own formidable broadside and 
moving in a iory storm of shot, which 
inflicted heavy losses and groat damage. 


Fort Morgan anil tho line of torpedoes 


had been bravely passed, the Confed- 
erate gunboats had surrcmlcicd or taken 
to flight, and the various vessels of Far- 
ragut's iieet were brought to anchor 
around the flagship in the upper part of 
the bay. 
At this stage of the conflict 


Admiral Buchanan made his great uiror. 
lubtead of remaining under the protect- 
ing batteries of Fort Morgan he brought 
the Tennessee up the buy, inviting a 
single handed fight with the whole Union 
fleet. It was a charge of splendid dar- 
ing, but ill advised and purposeless. 


Farragut's men had been leisurely eat- 


ing their breakfast and clearing their 
decks from the debris of the battle, ex- 
pecting several bourns of quiet, when the 


THE MOOSE HUNTER. 


Curious PerqnluHe of a Noble Fam- 


ily Re»ident In Madrid. 


The rarest collection of women's and 


mon's clothes is said to be owned by the 
Duke of Ilijaar, Count of Ribnldeo, in 
Madrid. From the year 1432 up to the 
present time the Count lUbalueo has re- 
ceived every spring ns a present from the 
rulers of Spain the clothing "worn by the 
sovereign on the day of the Epiphany. 
The collection therefore includes gar- 
ments representative of the height of 
fashion of their various times and for 
both sexes and all ages, from the babies' 
skirts and girls' frocks to the garments 
of old men and women. 


The annual presentation of the gowns 


at tho residence of the Ribaldeos is ac- 
companied by curious ceremonies that 
have been in vogue ever since the first 
presentation in 1432. Escorted by a reg- 
iment of cavalry in command of a colo- 
nel, a royal chamberlain sitting in a 
royal coach drawn by six full bred Anda- 
lusian horses proceeds to the Ribnldeo 
palace. 
Beside the chamberlain sits a 


servant carrying on his knees a silver 
tray, whereon the garments are placed. 
Upon reaching the palace the chamber- 
lain and the servant enter and deliver 
the garments to the count, who, in hum- 
ble words, expresses his thanks. 


The origin of the ceremony was in 


1431, when tho king of the Castilos, Juan 
III, was visiting Toledo. 
A number of 


the dignitaries of Spain, headed by the 
Infant Don Enrique, had conspired to 
assassinate the king. The murder was 
to take place at a banquet on the day of 
Epiphany, at which the king was to be 
present. 


During the banquet Don Eodrigo Vil- 


landrando, count of Ribaldeo, approached 
the king, and, after a few hastily whis- 
pered words with him, left the hall with 
the monarch for a side room. The dig- 
nitaries supposed from this that their 
plan had been discovered and with drawn 
swords rushed after the king to cut off 
his escape. In the side room they found 
a man clad in the royal robes. They fell 
upon him aud hacked him to pieces and 
made their escape. The king, however, 
had changed clothes with the loyal count, 
and it was the Count of Kibaldeo who 
had been killed. 


In recognition of the sacrifice Juan III 


gratefully extended to the descendants of 
the count the privilege to sit to the king's 
right at the annual dinner on the day of 
tho Epiphany and to bo presented with 
the garments worn by the ruler on that 
occasion.—New York Times.

full speed," and the great ramming strug-- 
gle began.

AtJast the rudder chains were shot away, 
the smokestack was broken, the ship be- 
came helpless and Admiral Buchanan 
was wounded in the leg. 
The command 


was taken by Captain Johnston, who for 
20 minutes longer held out against the 
fearful ponnding, and then, damaged and 
disabled, the Tennessee ran op the white 
flag and surrendered. 


Thus was the great fight ended and 


Farragut left master of the bay. Deeds 
of gallantry and heroism, which arous- 
ed the admiration of the entire land, 
brightened these scenes of horror, and the 
zeal and skill of the officers, the discipline 
of the crews and tho splendid marksman- 
ship of tho gunners brought out the high- 
est commendations from Fnrrngut. 


On both sides the courage of the men 


was only equaled by the remarkable dar- 
ing of the two admirals. But with Bu- 
chanan this amounted to recklessness, 
with Farrngut it was gonius.—Jossie Ten- ' 
body Frothinghnm in St. Nicholas.

Banting is generally sup- 
posed t» be an invention of the present 
century, but thnt this is not the case is 
shown by the treatise by Galon on the 
' foods best adapted for pi^enting or re- 


ducing obesity, which has now been edit- 
ed for the lirst tune iu the original Greek 
by u Gorman scholar. 


From an interesting account supplied 


by a writer iu The Lancet we lenrn th.it 
the treatise in question, which was writ- 
ten somewhere in the second century A. 
D., was discovered in 1840 nnd purchased 
by the Bibliothoquo Rationale. Tho man- 
uscript wns frequently referred to by an- 
cient authors, nud there seems no ronson 
to doubt that it is really the work of the 
famous physician. Be that ns it may, is 
is noteworthy that the treatise is a scien- 
tific aulicipntioii of the bunting sysU in 
which became popular about the middle 
of this century. Galen deprecates the 
use of drugs and says that the proper 
wny to reduce' fnt is by dieting. lie rec- 
ommends eating leeks, onions, mustard 
nnd nasturtiums, nmong green herbs, nnd 
fjslies which liniint rocks nnd birds li-e- 
qiionting mountains, Buying that aquatic 
birds are fat producers. 


One of his most curious hints is that, 


vegetables which have been preserved in 
vinegar or brine arc- food for the f.it. 
nnd herein he anticipates the "mixed 
pickles," which are considered on the con- 
tinent to be a purely English invention. 
Some of his recommendations rend \ery 
comically nowadays, but nil of them are 
full of common sense, nnd it seems extra- 
ordinary that so much knowledge should 
be lost to the world for so many years. 
There Is nothing new under the sun, not 
even the present era/e for n slim figure, 
and Galen's treatise shows ns thnt after 
all people of 1,700 years ngo were men 
of like passions with ourselves.—London 
Globe.

The. ai1- 
dieiK-o promptly notified Mark by HIP 
n&unl sign — stamping — that the auspicious 
hour luul arrived, nud presently the lec- 
turer camo sidling and swinging out from 
the left of the stage. His very manner 
pioducod a generally vociferous laugh 
from the assemblage. He opened with 
an apology, by saying that he had partly 
Mioroodod iu obt. 'lining a band, but, at 
the last moment, tho party engaged back- 
•cd out. Ho explained thnt he had hired 
a man- to play the trombone, but he, on 
learning that he was the only person en- 
gaged. enine :it tho last moment and in- 
formed him thnt he eould not play.

The afternoon previous to the sailing 


of the TJ. S. transport Sherman, it was 
the writer's privilege to make a visit to 
her with the purpose to look up a Li- 
conio boy. 
One of the officials of ihe 


yard was going home and a large num- 
ber of his friends were at the wharf at 
the naval station to bid him bon voyage. 
The tug Kapido was lying at the end of 
the pier, while on one side lay the gov 
ernment launch Taalreno, ready for her 
afternoon trip to Manila, and on the 
other, tbe old Spanish gunboat Aayatt, 
which is in for repairs as she bad laid 
at the bottom of the bay for fourteen 
months before she was raised. 
Just 


before time to leave some twenty con- 
valescent sailors came down from tht> 
hospital to start on their journey home- 
ward. One poor fellow, a sailor from 
the Dixie, came on ship lying on n litter 
with a sheet tucked in around his body 
from his neck to his feet. 
lie was 


placed on a table and having ajwiahfnl 
look as if he wished somebody to speak 
to him, I ventured up and eat by his 
side. He told me he had rheumatism 
and that his body from his breast down 
was without feeling and he had no pow- 
er over it even to turn alone. 
He was 


ordered to Mare Island hospital, When 
the tug leached the Mouadnock, sever- 
al more sick men came aboard, and one 
prisoner who was going home to be die 
honorably discharged. When the latter 
came on deck he sat near us, and the 
sailor on the litter looked up and with 
tears glistening in his eyes, said with 
trembling voice: "I guess my lot for 
the fa lure is a pretty hard one and I 
fear I am helpless for life, but I'd rath- 
r be going home as I am than to have 
a dishonorable discharge awaiting me 
when I got there." It waa said in such 
a pathetic way that all of us near enough 
to hear could not help pitying him. By 
and by a steamer went past, and he 
vainly tried to raiae las head from the 
pillow to soe. Some one near assisted, 
and the look of thanks he got for hiu 
little help to tbe poor boy will remain 
with him for many a long day. The 
Sherman, liko all large ships, had to 
anchor about two miles out in the bay, 
and just before the tug reached her a 
heavy storm 
broke 
over 
us, 
and 


made our getting to the ship's side hard 
work. The writer climbed up the gang- 
way and harrying along the sides of the 
ehip asked for O'Oonnor. There were 
many hundred soldiers looking around 
and as my time was limited, the men 
accosted had only to turn and scanning 
over their faces I continued my hunt 
until I had taken in every group. Then 
I sought the hospital down in the mess 
deck, and running up to the steward I 
made my enquiry, and the reply, "1 
cannot tell you as I have had a hundred 
men come aboard today and do noi 
know their names." Then I hurried 
down through the aisles, with the aiok 
boys on both sides lying in their bunks 
Everything was quiet there, and as ] 
looked up into one face here or stooped 
down to one on the lower tier, I began 
to get discouraged and had fear the tug 
would go off and leave me. Getting 
anxious, I went down one aisle and up 
the next, speaking the name of the boy 
I was after, but no response; once in 
while some poor fellow would turn In 
head towards me, and here and there 
looked down into several faces, pinche 
and white, sleeping with eyes partially 
open, that made me think that the grim 
viiitor was near by, and that the ol 
homo they had hoped to look upon the;

The depart incut has notified the re- 


spective missionary hoards, of which the 
victims were members, nnd their rela- 
tives as far as possible. 


There arc no substantial developments 


in the Chinese situation. Mr. Tafajhira, 
the Japanese minister, called at the state 
department to talk over the conditions 
ivjth Acting Secri'tary Hill. The minis- 
tor said that ho had nothing new from 
home touching the Chinese trouble. 


There is reason to believe tliat the n»- 


gotiatfons have now reached another 
crisis, mid developments of importance 
are expected, the- nature of which it is 
not possible at present to even outline. 
It is apparent that the state department 
officials are giving a good deal ol atten- 
tion to the discussion of the peisounel of 
a commission to adjust some phases nt 
least of the Chinese trouble, and discus- 
sion on this subject is now proceeding. 


It is again stated that Li Hung Chan?: 


is still at Shanghai, and utioilicial advices 
that reach here indicate that he is in no 
hurry to leme for 1'ckiiig notwithstand- 
ing reports to the contrary. 


Tlie ftnewtitm ol" Indemnity. 


It has generally been assumed that 


when the powers reached the stage of 
collecting their indemnities from China it 
<'niild he easily accomplished through con- 
trol of the customs revenue. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the income from that smiree 
5s pretty well absorbed iu>\\, although 
what might be accomplished by :i revi- 
sion of the t.'U'ifT remains, of course, open 
to consideration. Import and e.vpnit du- 
ties are today collected bj the "jmpciial 
nmritimc customs," imdei the adminis- 
tration of Sir Hubert Hurt and his Eu- 
ropean and American assistants.

valorem, but the Chinese government, be- 
cause it gets so little of its real revenues 
trom customs, reli"s largely up.u. the 
provinces for support. 


Extortion tl<v It nH-. 


The provinces adopt whatever methods 


ure easiest for extorting money from tin- 
impoverished people. 
As a nils.1, each 


province collects a tax on all goods en- 
tering from r.u adjacent province, and 
this practieo has even been extended ro 
subdh isious. so that goods in transit ntv 
frequently compelled to pay taxes every 
few miles. 


So serious in its. effects upon foreign 


trade did this system become that' the. 
Chinese goA eminent \\:is finally persuad- 
ed to announce that an addition of 50 
per cent of the rates paid at the custom 
houses would insure the passage of goods 
to any point iu the interior without the 
cxacftou of likin taxes. This was gladly 
accepted by foreigners desirous to do 
business in the interior; the additional 
50 per cent was readily paid and "tran- 
sit passes" issued for the goods in ques- 
tion, purporting to authorize their safe 
transit to any point in the empire. 


Actual experience, however, according 


to the bureau of statistics, shows that 
these passes did not always accomplish 
what was expected. Local authorities in 
many cases refuse to recognize them, in- 
sisting upon their own right to raise rev- 
enue, since the 50 per cent additional 
paid at the custom house goes directly 
into the treasury of the general govern- 
ment. So there are still obstacles to in- 
ternal traffic. 
One important remedial 


feature of the Shimonoseki treaty, how- 
ever, was the provision for the admission 
into China of all foreign goods not spe- 
cifically prohibited, while before th:H time 
the Chinese authorities held that all 
goods not specifically mentioned iii the 
tariff as free should be excluded.

in;;''/ The question has been debated hun- 
dreds of timos and came up for discus- 
sion among a little phrty at a suburban 
resort. "In spite of the current legend," 
said 'one of the group, "I dou't "believe 
sharks will attack a Jiving person. I 
have'spent my life near the sea and have 
heard a hundred stories of shimmers be- 
ing killed 'or' bitten by the monsters, ibut 
all the tales were either at second hand 
or were so vague they iwould never have 
passed for evidence ia court." 


"Well, sir," said another o£ the party, 


*T believe sharks do kill jneiij and I have 
the best of reasons for my belief. I wit- 
nessed such a tragedy with my ovr» 
eyes." The speaker was Captain Mo 
Laughlin, one of the_ oldest and best 
known bar pilots in the Mississippi liver 
service. 


"It happened 21 years ago," said the 


captain when pressed for the details, "but 
the circumstances are "as distinct, in my 
miud as if it had occurred only yester- 
day. I was out looking for ships with 
ray partner, Captain "Tom Wilson, and 
the usual crew, and about 12 miles off 
South Pass we sighted a large sailing 
vessel which proved to be the 'Zephyr, 
from Bath, in charge of Captain Switzer. 
There was a rival pilot boat near by, 
and we both made a rush for the ship to 
get the job of taking her in. 


"Our party was nearest, and Captain 


Wilson and two sailors put oH in a small 
boat to go aboard, but iu their hurry they 
made a miscalculation and were, struck 
by the bow and capsized. It all 'happened 
in a (lasli, but Wilson and one of the 
Bailors were lucky enough to get hold of 
tho overturned boat and hang on. The 
other sailor was thrown some distance 
away into the water. 
"lie was n big, brawny, six foot Swde 


named Gus Ericsson, and when we saw 
him come up 6nc of the crew tossed him 
a circular life buoy, which he seized al- 
most immediately. The buoy was amply 
sufficient to sustain him, and he put his 
arms across it and held himself out of 
tho water fully breast high. We had an- 
other small boat and started at once to 
pick up the three men, malting for Erics- 
sou first. 


''When wo were less than 100 feet 


away, I saw a gigantic tiger shark rise 
and start toward him, and at the next in- 
stant the poor fellow shot down out of 
sight, life buoy and all, like a man going 
through n trap. We were so horrified 
that ve simply sat still and stared, and 
what seemed to bo two or three minutes 
elapsed. Then the life buoy suddenly ap- 
peared. It must have risen from a great 
depth, because it bounded at least four 
feet into the air aud fell back with a 
splash. Of Ericsson we never saw a trace, 
lie went into that shark's jaw as surely 
as two and two make four. 


"Wo rescued the other men oil right," 


said Captain McLaughlin in conclusion, 
"and Captain Wilson is still nlivc to bear 
out what I say. That, gentlemen, is my 
teason for believing that sharks will at- 
tack human beings. However, if any 
one can tell me what became, of liriesson, 
I am open to conviction."—New Orleans. 
Times-Democrat.
